Town centre hosts parade 



Cowbridge sports 
ground to create a 
‘biodiversity area’ 


COWBRIDGE 
Athletic Club has 
recently announced 
a major 

commitment to the 
environment with a 
plan to plant more 
than a thousand 
hedging plants and 
create a 

biodiversity area at 
the Athletic Club. 

A club spokesman 
said: “The main 
features of the scheme, 
led by the Cricket Club 
and designed by local 
landscape architect, 
Bronwen Thomas, are 
the removal of the old 
tin sightscreen used for 
cricket, but now largely 
redundant and 14 large 
conifers that were 
dying. 

“Additionally, there 
are a number of 
sycamores which had 
wild seeded and are fast 
getting out of hand. 

“The principle 
feature of the 
replacement planting 
will be a 160m 
ornamental hornbeam 
hedge. It will run along 
a bund from the squash 
courts around the car 
park and then take a 
straight line to a point 
at the northwest corner 
of the rugby ground, 


where it will merge 
with the existing hedge 
before continuing to the 
back of the tennis court. 

“Hornbeam is a 
deciduous tree or hedge 
plant which keeps its 
leaves in winter. It is 
anticipated the hedge 
will stand about 15 feet 


high within five years. 

“The car parks will 
also have lower hedges 
planted around them. 

“The boundary 
hedge will be re-laid 
and re-filled with native 
species including holly 
and hawthorn. 

“The area between 


the two hedges running 
from the scorebox to 
the equipment shed is 
being designated as an 
area in which bio¬ 
diversity will be 
encouraged.”

The spokesman continued: “Ecologist Sian 
Musgrove is currently designing a planting scheme 
for this area that will encourage wildlife in many 
forms.”

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Views are wanted 
on Vale car 
parking strategy 


PROPOSALS to 
introduce new 
parking charges to 
town centres in the 
Vale and Barry 
Island will be put to 
the public this 
summer - despite 
warnings from 
councillors. 

Charges would be 
introduced at a number 
of car parks and roads in 
Barry, Cowbridge and 
Llantwit Major town 
centres, coastal car parks 
and country parks. 

On-street parking 
charges would be 
introduced in Barry 
Island and in car parks 
across the Vale which 
are currently free. The 
plans were proposed in a 
report by Capita. 

Two council scrutiny 
committees advised the 
council to take the plans 
back to the drawing 
board due to errors in 
the report, public 
concern and the 
argument that it would 
not be acceptable to 
launch the consultation 
during the summer 
months. 

But on Monday this 
week the Vale Council 
cabinet agreed to 
progress the 
consultation. 

Cllr Geoff Cox, 
cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services 
and transport, said 
stopping the consultation 
now would not be 
helpful. 

He emphasised: 


“While that report makes 
recommendations these 
recommendations will be 
subject to consultation. 

“Stopping the process 
in its tracks at this stage 
would not be helpful. It 
would add to the 
uncertainty and drift 
which would be far from 
helpful at this stage of 
the process.” 

The consultation will 
run from Monday, 
August 6 until Friday, 
September 28. 

The council says it is 
encouraging local 
businesses and other 
stakeholders to have 
their say on the 
proposals. People can 
do so online or by 
attending one of the 
drop-in sessions that will 
take place throughout 
the consultation. 

Clh* John Thomas, 
Leader of the Council, 
explained: “The council 
is looking at introducing 
a parking strategy for a 
number of reasons. 

“We need turnover in 
town centres and 
managing car parking 
will ensure that such 
turnover is possible and 
promoted to the benefit 
of our town centre 
businesses as well as 
visitors. 

“It is also vital that 
we recoup the costs of 
maintaining car parking 
provision, as well as 
securing additional 
income to reinvest in 
town centres and coastal 
resorts. 

“Our proposals are for 
parking in town centres 


to remain free for an 
initial period after which 
charges will apply. 

“Although this is a 
new strategy in the Vale, 
parking charges are 
commonplace in town 
centres and coastal 
locations across the 
country. 

“The aim of this 
consultation is to 
identify levels of charges 
that residents and 
visitors find reasonable, 
without having a 
detrimental impact on 
our ability to manage 
these facilities in the 
future.” 

Llantwit Major 
councillor Gwyn John 
said he had hoped the 
council would listen to 
the scrutiny committees, 
but now that the 
consultation was going 
ahead he wanted the 
public to make their 
views known. 

“There have been 
loads of comments on 
Facebook, but people 
have got to come out 
and respond to the 
council’s consultation. 

“There will be 
opportunities to write to 
the council or go on its 
website to express 
views.” 

Plaid Cymru 
councillor Ian Johnson, 
who represents an area 
in the centre of Barry, 
said the council should 
have re-examined the 
proposals over the 
summer months and 
perhaps looked to a 
consultation in the 
autumn. 

“It is stupid and 
irresponsible for the 
Tory-run Vale Council to 
push ahead with a 
consultation when they 
already know it is 
flawed and that 
responses to the 
consultation will 
highlight those mistakes 
and become the focus 
for criticism. 

“The Tories have 
confirmed they have 
conducted no economic 
impact assessment on 
Holton Road as a result 
of introducing car park 
charges, so how can they 
expect local councillors, 
shop owners and 
residents to support their 
plans if nobody has any 
idea of what will 
happen? 

“This was a chance to 
reconsider the proposals 
over the summer, in light 
of the comments already 
received, and come back 
with better plans in the 
autumn. 

“Cabinet members 
burying their heads in 
the sand now will lead to 
poor decisions in the 
future.”

“By abusing the trust 
of South Wales Police 
colleagues, Lott betrayed 
not only those he worked 
alongside but the 
communities of south 
Wales. 

“Colleagues had 
shown tremendous 
generosity in memory of 
a fellow officer PC Mike 
Lvans, who himself had 
demonstrated great 
courage and 

determination throughout 
his ill health. 

“The charges relate to 
theft of £29,262.20 from 
the South Wales Police 
Bridgend Athletic Club 
and South Wales Police 
Triathlon Club accounts. 
The funds stolen 
included money that 
Lott, as the treasurer for 
the clubs, had been 
directed to donate to ‘2 
Wish Upon a Star 
Loundation’ and 


#TeamLvsy 
charitable fund set up for 
the Velindre Cancer 
Centre by the family of 
PC Lvans who sadly 
passed away last year. 

“Justin Lott, 40 from 
Bridgend, who was a 
Detective Constable, 
resigned prior to being 
dismissed from the force 
following a special case 
hearing and was placed 
on the College of 
Policing Barred list.” 

The wife of PC Mike 
Lvans, Louise Lvans 
said: “I found out about 
the fact that Justin hadn’t 
paid the donations to 
Velindre about six weeks 
prior to Mike’s death. 

“We decided not to tell 
Mike, as at this time he 
was gravely ill and to 
have told him would 
have devastated him 
because, despite his 
illness and weakness, the 
sense of what he had 


achieved had made him 
proud and to find out it 
wasn’t what he thought 
would have had a huge 
impact on his mental 
state. 

“Justin was once a 
close friend and 
colleague of Mike and to 
find out the true extent of 
what has happened in this 
Court case is devastating. 

“This has affected 
Mike’s legacy and what 
we were working 
towards. 

“I feel betrayed, let 
down and humiliated. 
Charities are for good 
things to be said and not 
publically humiliated, 
which is what Justin has 
done.” 

Justin Lott was a 
serving police officer 
with South Wales Police 
between 28th January 
2002 and 1st April 2018 
when he resigned.

Her new 
family will also need to 
be mindful of the fact 
she is deaf and be 
careful not to startle her 
when sleeping, for 
example.

Snowy would need to 
be the only dog in the 
home, but new owners 
need to be willing to 
work with the centre’s 
training team on her 
doggie socialisation 
skills.

Learning 
Ida’ got 

I N response to a letter in 
The GEM recently from 
David Cirell about the 
naming of ‘Mount Ida’, I am 
quoting from Ebenezer W 
Miles, Cowbridge solicitor, 
who wrote the following in 
1923: 

‘During my childhood days, it was 
always referred to as ‘Llanblethian 
Hiir. In the year 1864,1, with some 
of the local boys, became day pupils 
at the Grammar School. 

‘At that time, a Mr William 
Thomas lived at the Town Mill where 
he conducted an extensive flour 
milling and malting business. He had 
two boys who were familiarly known 
as Willie and Eddie, rather younger 
than myself and schoolmates. 

‘Not being subject to the then rigid 
regulations of the school board, we 


how 'Mount 
its name... 

day boys made the Town Mill our 
centre, where swings and other 
attractions were provided for our 
entertainment. 

‘Amongst other games, we 
practised scouting through reading 
books of adventure and Llanblethian 
Hill was adopted as the field of 
operations. It was on one of these 
scouting excursions that the hill was 
first named ‘Mount Ida’ by Eddie 
Thomas of the Mill who suggested 
the name. 

‘Our little company always 
afterwards spoke of it as ‘Ida’ to our 
schoolmates, the boarders, and it 
became the adopted name by the 
school. This must have been about 
the year 1865, and the name has 
really been preserved down to this 
day by the successive generations of 
the grammar school pupils’.

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Vale Council extends homeless 
service for another six months 

AN accommodation service for homeless 
young people in the Vale is to be 
extended for another six months. 

The Vale Council and charity Llamau have 
operated supported accommodation for up to two 
young homeless people at a time since December 
last year, as part of a pilot scheme. 

The project has ensured the council “can safely

our most vulnerable,” a council report says. 

It aims to prevent the need for homeless young 
people to be in “unsuitable temporary 
accommodation” such as bed and breakfasts. 

One of the young people supported by the 
scheme is now in her own housing association flat, 
while another continues to live at the project and 
could be in a position to start bidding for their own 
tenancy within the next three to four months, the 
report says. 

The Vale Council’s cabinet met on Monday (July 
30) to decide that the project should be extended 
for another six months. 

Extending the pilot will cost the council a further 
£65,964, the report says.

Cyril and Basil — still 
working the land at 90

THE year of 1928 
was quite a good 
one: it was the 
birth of Micky 
Mouse, and how 
many times have 
we heard the saying 
‘The best thing 
since sliced bread’? 
Well, the machine 
for doing that was 
invented in the 
USA in 1928. 

On top of that, both 
Cyril Creasey and I, 
Basil George, were born 
that year - Cyril early in 
the year and Basil late in 
the year. 

We met in the 1940s 
when both of us were 
working on farms in the 
Tythegston area near 
Bridgend. Cyril worked 
for Mr Fred Sheppard of 
Mynydd Herbert Farm at 
Stormy Down and I 
worked for Mr H L 
Knight of Tythegston 
Court. 

One morning in early 


1948,1 was heading to 
plough an eight-acre 
field of stubble on the 
old airfield with an Allis 
Chalmers model WF 
Tractor and an Oliver 
two-furrow semi digger 
plough. 

About an hour after I 
had started, Cyril and 
Mr Sheppard turned up 
with a team of horses 
and a single furrow to 


plough a field opposite 
me, some 800 yards 
away. So, having a fair 
sense of humour, I gave 
the WF a bit of welly 
with the idea being that 
by nightfall the eight 
acres would be finished 
- which I achieved by 
6pm. 

Meanwhile, Cyril had 
about an acre done and 
from what I could see 
had worked hard to 
achieve that. 

Two days later, I was 
driving up to Stormy 
Down on another Allis, 
model U, when I was 
flagged down by Mr 
Sheppard in his cattle 
lorry and I was told in 
no uncertain manner that 
I had cost him a fair 
amount of money, as 
Cyril had told him that if 
he didn’t buy a tractor 
and plough, he would 
not work on the farm. 


Therefore, according 
to Mr Sheppard, he had 
gone to Eddy John in 
Cowbridge and ordered 
a David Brown 
Cropmaster and three- 
furrow plough. 

However, he had a smile 
on his face when he told 
me this and all I could 
say was ‘well done’! 

I didn’t get any 
commission from Eddy 
John & Co, but at least I 
have the distinction of 
bringing Mr Sheppard 
and Cyril into the 20th 
century! 

Cyril is a well-known 
judge at ploughing 
matches around the 
country and was a well- 
known champion horse 
ploughman when he was 
a young man. I was 
quite well-known as a 
tractor ploughman and 
followed my father’s 
advice to do a good job, 
but always “Get in, get 
on and get out.” 

God willing, we will 
both be at the Vale 
Ploughing Match at 
Sealand Farm in 
September: Cyril 
judging the horse 
ploughing and I am 
taking part in the 
Ferguson Class 
ploughing. 

There must be 
something in the air 
around the Vale that 
keeps us both still 
hooked on ploughing in 
our 91st year!

Council could 
offer grants to 
‘freshen up’ 
properties 


LANDLORDS in 
Barry and Penarth 
could be given the 
chance to apply for 
council help to 
spruce up their 
properties. 

The Vale Council is 
considering making 
grants available to help 
landlords freshen up the 
fronts of properties in 
main routes through the 
two towns - in Windsor 
Road in Penarth, and 
Paget Road and Broad 
Street in Barry. 

New ‘lifetime loans’ 
for landlords to make 
their properties safe and 
warm are also being 
proposed by the council. 

The council wants to 
spruce up the frontages 
of properties at ‘renewal 
schemes’ proposed at 
100 to 160, 164 to 172, 
155 and 157 to 163 
Windsor Road, 2 to 7 
and 10 to 12 Paget Road 
and two-storey Broad 
Street Parade in Barry. 

Typical work would 
include renewing gutters 
and drainpipes and 
fascias, stone and brick 
cleaning, and replacing 
doors and windows. 

The schemes in Barry 
would aim at 
regenerating residential 
properties, but not shop 
fronts. 

Owners would not be 
able to alter the work 
done for five years after 
it’s completed - or else 
they would have to pay 
all the money back. 

It builds on similar 
schemes in the 


Castleland area of Barry, 
where 1,162 properties 
were refurbished by the 
end of 2016/17, and the 
upper section of Holton 
Road, where 27 shop 
fronts were renewed. 

The renewal schemes 
are joint funded by the 
council and Welsh 
Government. New 
interest-free ‘lifetime 
loans’ of up to £25,000 
would be available to 
owner occupiers 
throughout the Vale who 
cannot afford to carry 
out works to make their 
properties safe, warm 
and secure. 

The lifetime loans 
would be repayable only 
when the property is 
sold or transferred, on 
the death of the 
applicant or if the 
applicant stops 
occupying the property 
- whichever is earlier. 

Owner occupiers are 
already able to access 
loans to carry out basic 
repairs to properties - 
but they have to be 
repaid after five years. 

The council also 
provides loans to 
landlords to renovate 
empty properties and 
bring them back into use 
through renting or 
selling within a fixed 
period. 

If the policy is 
adopted, it will come 
into force on August 6.

mission goes wrong, 
leaving a dangerous 
weapon in the wrong 
hands. 

Warned that his past 
mistakes are catching 
up to him. Hunt, his 
allies (Simon Pegg, 

Ving I^ames, the 
returning Rebecca 
Ferguson) and his 
dubious allies (Henry 
CavilTs CIA agent 
August Walker) must 
try and repair the 
damage before it’s too 
late... 

The last entry in the 
Mission: Impossible 
franchise. Rogue 
Nation, was the series’ 
highpoint, a film that 
delivered smarts and 
action with incredible 
style thanks in part to 
Christopher 
McQuarrie’s strong 
screenplay and 
wonderful direction. 

Breaking with 
franchise tradition, 
McQuarrie is back in 
the driving seat for 
Mission: Impossible - 
Fallout, and he, along 
with Tom Cruise, has 
crafted one of the most 
phenomenal films of the 
year so far, a film that 
builds upon Rogue 
Nation and amps it up a 
couple of notches. 

While previous films 
have tended to stand 
alone in terms of plot, 
and the impact previous 
films have on it, this is 
a different kettle of fish, 
picking up strands left 
from the last instalment 
while taking the story 


into a new direction. 

While the twisting, 
turning, densely-packed 
story engages and offers 
up swerves and 
surprises, there is a 
sense of predictability 
in the air, but that’s part 
of the fun of these 
films, expecting the 
reveal before it happens 
(the face mask/voice¬ 
changing combination 
gets quite an airing 
here). 

It also sees familiar 
faces return from 
previous films (with one 
neat callback to the very 
first film) which makes 
this arguably the first of 
the series to be 
something akin to a 
direct sequel, part of a 
larger story, and it’s one 
that doesn’t want for 
detail. 

Neither does it want 
for tension or spectacle, 
the film never letting up 
for its running time, 
which is quite a feat for 
something that is nearly 
two-and-a-half hours 
long. 

Its relentless pace is 
incredible, the film 
veering through plot 
and action sequence 
with a verve and 
velocity that is hard to 
resist. 

The series has 
become the Tom Cruise 
show, and even though 
he’s hitting 56, the actor 
shows no desire to turn 
Ethan Hunt into a desk¬ 
bound admin man. 

Whether it’s 
helicopters, bike chases 


or visceral hand-to-hand 
combat. Cruise commits 
as ever to giving a 
sterling physical 
performance, while the 
cogs of the narrative 
work in such a way that 
this time, the stakes are 
heightened for the 
character on a personal 
level (arguably the first 
time since the third 
film), giving Cruise an 
opportunity to work his 
acting muscles too. 

New addition Henry 
Cavill provides another 
physical presence, the 
blunt instrument to 
Hunt’s scalpel, while 
Simon Pegg and Ving 
Rhames both get a 
chance to do a little 
more than be Hunt’s 
sidemen. 

Rebecca Ferguson, so 
memorable in the last 
one, gets the 
opportunity to delve 
deeper into her story 
and her relationship 
with Hunt, while the 
returning Sean Harris as 
the villainous Solomon 
Lane is as chilling as he 
was previously. 

Christopher 
McQuarrie also gives 
off a more confident air 
this time around; Rogue 
Nation was directed 
superbly well, but you 
feel that here he has 
more chutzpah to really 
get inventive and take 
the audience along for 
the ride (think 
Christopher Nolan’s 
leap in scope from 
Batman Begins to The 
Dark Knight). 


This is a film that 
thrives on spectacle, and 
thanks to the almost 
masochistic desire of 
Cruise to do pretty 
much anything, 
McQuarrie delights in 
raising the stakes 
throughout. There is a 
palpable sense of 
realism, the 
globetrotting locations 
playing host to all kinds 
of stunts, giving the 
film a wonderful texture 
visually. 

Considering we’re 23 
years into the franchise, 
it’s incredible to see 
mainstay Cruise 
continually raising the 
bar, and Fallout is 
another entry in what is 
becoming one of the 
most dependable series’ 
of modem cinema. A 
tmly wondrous 
spectacle, this is a 
phenomenal piece of 
work. 

VERDICT: 

Relentless, thrilling 
spectacle that doesn’t 
let up from the opening 
sequence. Mission: 
Impossible - Fallout is 
a tmly superb piece of 
filmmaking. Its plot 
may not carry many 
surprises, but the 
exceptional action and 
dense narrative more 
than make up for that in 
an incredible effort. 
Essential viewing.

The rugby stars aim to 
set two Guinness world 
records - one for the 
highest game of full 
contact rugby and one for 
the highest game of 
mixed touch rugby. 

The organisers have 
now released their 
Everest schedule. 

Starting at Kathmandu 
on Saturday, April 13, 
2019, the players will 
take a few days to settle 
in and wait for their 
Chinese visas. They plan 
to visit a local orphanage 
where they will play 
rugby with local 
children. 

On day four they will 
travel to Lhasa and begin 
the acclimatisation 
needed as they start their 
journey to ‘Base Camp’, 
crossing the many high

By day nine they will 
have reached Base Camp 
where they will finally 
see the face of Mount 
Everest and by day 14 
they will have reached 
6,340m at Advanced

join him on this 
challenge.

Polocrosse 
Club is delighted to 
be playing at the 
Vale Show again 
this year. 

The club works 
closely with Pony Club 
and many of the riders 
are from local clubs 
Llangeinor and Dinas 
Powys. 

Polocrosse is an 
exciting equine sport 
which at its highest level 
requires advanced riding 
skills and nerves of steel; 
the pace is fast and 
furious. 

It’s a mixture of polo 
and lacrosse, with a 
touch of rugby thrown in. 
Polocrosse is played by a 
team of riders who 
change pace and 
direction in an instant 


while under attack by the 
opposition. 

Divided into six 
chukkas, the game is 
played with a racquet, the 
ball thrown in to a line 
out. The ball passes from 
player to player or is 
picked up from the 
ground until a goal is 
scored. Players fight for 
possession of the ball by 
attempting to hit it out of 
the racquet of the 
opponent. 

Sounds simple, but 
this is performed at a 
gallop on a field about 
the size of a football 
pitch. It is a riveting 
spectator sport, whether 
you are interested in 
horses or not. 

The real stars are, of 
course, the horses whose 
speed, agility and beauty 
always steal the show!

Farmers’ 
union is 
looking at 
ways to keep 
livestock safe 


WORK by the 
FUW, in association 
with the Animal 
Welfare Network 
Wales (AWNW), 
has led to the 
production of 
distinctive black 
and yellow gatepost 
signs which aim to 
help combat 

livestock worrying 
in Wales. 

The signs, which are 
provided free of charge, 
will be available to 
collect from Wynnstay 
stores across Wales and 
the FUW is encouraging 
landowners to display 
these signs on their land 
to help persuade dog 
owners to enjoy the 
countryside responsibly. 

Member organisations 
from the AWNW joined 
forces to create the 
distinctive gatepost signs 
as part of the special 
initiative ‘Animals, Land 
and You’ which was 
launched last year at the 
Royal Welsh Winter Fair. 
This initiative aims to 
help ‘dogs, livestock and 
other animals live 
harmoniously alongside 
one another’. 

The organisations 
involved include the 
Farmers’ Union of Wales, 
Hope Rescue, The 
British Horse Society, 
Great Dane Care, 
Association of Pet 

Behaviour Counsellors 
(APBC),RSPCA Cymru, 
Redwings and The 

Donkey Sanctuary. 
Collectively, the AWNW 
works together with the 
shared aim of improving 
welfare standards for 
animals across the 

country. 


FUW Senior Policy 
Officer Dr Hazel Wright, 
said: “Dog attacks on 
livestock continue to 
plague our membership 
and represent a 
significant welfare issue 
in affected flocks. It is 
hoped that these 
distinctive signs will 
encourage and remind 
dog owners to be 
respectful of livestock 
when out in the 
countryside.” 

The importance of 
educating members of 
the public was 

highlighted during the 
Animals, Land and You’ 
flagship event where 
issues such as livestock 
worrying, littering and 
gates being left open 
were amongst the main 
problems raised by those 
living and working in the 
countryside. 

Over one quarter of 
those surveyed at the 
event had been directly 
affected by livestock 
worrying on their own 
farm. 

“The FUW continues 
to encourage dogs to be 
kept on leads near 
livestock and for dog 
owners to take dog waste 
home in order to avoid 
spreading diseases to 
livestock. The Union 
hopes that this important 
link with stakeholders on 
the AWNW will help the 
FUW’s messages reach 
even more members of 
the public and we look 
forward to working with 
members of the network 
on this and other relevant 
health and welfare 
initiatives,” added Dr 
Wright.

‘Web chat’ option 
for Vale Council 


PEOPLE across 
Wales could soon be 
able to ask about 
council issues such 
as fly-tipping and

‘web chat’. 

Three councils in 
Wales - the Vale Council, 
Rhondda Cynon Taff and 
Wrexham - are 
considering new call 
centre technology as part 
of a joint project. 

The new technology 
would allow people to 
contact their councils 
through a range of digital 
platforms including web 
chat in a bid to make 
customer service more 
efficient. 

The Vale Council’s 
cabinet this week 
approved plans to tender 
contracts for the 
provision of a new 
contact centre 

technology platform, 
together with Rhondda 
Cynon Taff and 
Wrexham Council. 


A report to the Vale 
cabinet says: “New 
technology will deliver 
opportunities to improve 
operational efficiency. 

“Councils and third 
sector organisations 
using web chat are able 
to demonstrate not only 
that they can support 
customers using a digital 
self-service option, but 
that customer service 
representatives are able 
to manage between three 
(Connect Assist) and five 
(Cornwall Council) 
customer conversations 
concurrently.” 

The new technology 
would also allow 
customer service staff to 
deal with enquiries from 
a range of channels, such 
as web chat, social media 
and email in a single 
work queue, which 
would improve 

efficiency, the report 
adds. 

The web chats, along 
with other platforms in 
the contact centre, would 
be available in English 
and Welsh.

‘Serious incidents’ 
are highlighted in 
latest hospital report 


CARDIFF and 
Vale hospitals have 
reported 45 
‘serious incidents’ 
to Welsh 
Government in 
May and June. 

They include six 
unexpected deaths of 
patients known to 
mental health services, a 
“significant medication 
error” in a child and 
five falls where a 
patient suffered 
significant injury. 

The unexpected 
deaths of a child in 
paediatric critical care 
and of another patient 
following an apparent 
incident of self-harm 
have also been reported. 

‘Serious incidents’ 
are defined by the NHS 
as events such as 
unexpected or avoidable 
deaths, permanent harm 
to patients, visitors or 
members of the public, 
or scenarios which 
threaten an 

organisation’s ability to 
deliver ongoing 
healthcare. 

Cardiff and Vale 
Health Board regularly 


reports all serious 
incidents in its facilities 
to the Welsh 
Government and the 
public. 

In May and June, the 
health board also 
reported that a number 
of investigations were 
under way for delayed 
follow-ups. 

A newborn baby had 
to be taken to the 
neonatal unit with a 
fractured collarbone 
following a difficult 
vacuum-assisted 
delivery, a report of the 
health board said. 

An increase in cases 
of pneumocyctis 
jirovecci pneumonia 
lung infections at 
Cardiff and Vale 
hospitals have also been 
reported to Welsh 
Government and Welsh 
Health Specialised 
Services Committee. 

An altercation also 
took place on health 
board property between 
two members of the 
public, resulting in one 
of them suffering injury. 
This was reported to 
Welsh Government as a 
‘no surprises’ incident

Ruth Walker, 
executive nurse director 
at Cardiff and Vale 
UHB, said: “In line with 
our duty of candour we 
report all serious 


incidents to Welsh 
Government, the public 
and to our board in line 
with best practice. 

“Patients and their 
families are made aware 
of incidents and are 
kept informed during 
investigations and 
discussions with our 
clinical teams. 

“All incidents are 
fully investigated and 
appropriate actions are 
taken to reduce the risk 
of recurrence in the 
future. 

“This enables clinical 
boards and the 
corporate teams to 
identify areas of good 
practice but also to 
identify emerging trends 
and issues that require 
action in order to 
improve safety and 
quality of services.”

“In the creation of this 
‘toolkit’, officers also 
researched numerous 
documents and reports 
on this subject, which 
have been published 
nationally and 

internationally.” 

Cllr Bob Penrose, 
cabinet member for 
learning and culture, 
said: “The purpose of the 
document is to ensure the 
wellbeing, equality, 
safeguarding and support 
to all pupils in Vale 
schools. 

“I would, however, 
stress that this document 
is an advice document 
and is by no means 
mandatory or 

compulsory to any of our 
schools.” 


The spokesperson 
added: “This document 
has previously been 
referred to the council’s 
cabinet, as well as being 
approved by the learning 
and culture scrutiny 
committee. 

“As was 

recommended by the 
scrutiny committee, the 
‘toolkit’ will be subject to 
annual review to ensure 
it is always current, 
meaningful and 

applicable to this subject 
matter. 

“Other local 

authorities, who are part 
of the Central South 
(Education) Consortium, 
are now using this 
document as a guide to 
create their own toolkit 
for schools.” 


‘Don’t ignore bowel 
cancer screening test’ 


AROUND half of people living 
in the Vale ignore the bowel 
cancer screening test - people’s 
lives are at risk. 

Bowel Cancer UK, the UK’s leading 
bowel cancer charity, is encouraging 
people living in the area to take part in 
the screening programme. 

Bowel Screening Wales can detect 
bowel cancer at an early stage in 
people with no symptoms when it is 
easier to treat and there is a greater 
chance of survival. 

If you’re registered with a GP and 
aged 60-74, you will receive a test in 
the post every two years. You carry out 


the simple test at home in private and it 
comes with step by step instructions. 

More than 2,200 people are 
diagnosed with bowel cancer each year 
in Wales and over 900 people die from 
the disease. It’s the second biggest 
cancer killer in the country. However 
it shouldn’t be because it is treatable 
and curable especially if diagnosed 
early. 

The charity is raising awareness of 
the importance of bowel cancer 
screening, as part of their 
announcement of their new brand 
following the merger of Beating Bowel 
Cancer and Bowel Cancer UK in 
January 2018.

Glamorgan’s Blast 
hopes back on track 
after thrilling chase 


GLAMORGAN revived their 
hopes of reaching the knockout 
stages of the Vitality Blast after 
chasing down 195 with six balls 
to spare to beat Surrey by four 
wickets at the Kia Oval. 

They lost openers Aneurin Donald 
and Usman Khawaja with only 15 runs 
on the board, but Colin Meschede’s 43 
off 19 balls got them back on track 
before Kiran Carlson and Graham 
Wagg provided further acceleration in 
a fifth-wicket stand worth 59 from 31 
deliveries. 

Carlson hit five fours and four sixes 
in 58 from 32 deliveries and although 
he drove Rikki Clarke’s slower ball to 
mid-off in the 15th over, he left his side 
needing 39 from five overs and Wagg 
made sure there were no further 
alarms, finishing unbeaten on 46 from 

26 balls having earlier bowled four 
accurate overs at a cost of just 21 runs. 

Victory continued Glamorgan’s 
outstanding T20 record at the Oval. It 
was their sixth win in seven visits and 
made even better by the absence of 
captain Colin Ingram, who was ill, and 
Australian Joe Burns through injury. 

It was a blow for Surrey who would 
have gone top had they won - an 
outcome that seemed likely at halfway 
after Nick Maddinson’s 70 helped 
them to 194 for 4 on a surface being 
used for the second time after Surrey 
Stars had played Lancashire Thunder 
in the Kia Super League earlier in the 
day. 

Glamorgan would have been 
relatively pleased to remove Surrey’s 
explosive openers Aaron Finch and 
Jason Roy in successive overs to leave 
the hosts 58 for 2 in the seventh over. 
Finch (30) slapped a long hop to extra 
cover in the sixth over and Roy, whose 

27 included two sixes, failed to clear 
long on in off-spinner Andrew Salter’s 
first over. 

But Maddinson, whose previous 
three innings in his debut campaign in 
the Blast had brought him a modest 39 
runs, made his 10th half-century in the 
format before he was run out in the 
final over, having hit three sixes and 
five fours from 45 balls faced. 

The 26-year-old added 57 in 6.3 
overs with Ben Foakes for the third 
wicket before Ollie Pope joined him to 
put on 71 off 37 balls. 

Maddinson had a lifeline on 31 
when Wagg dropped a simple return 
catch in his follow-through before he 


had Foakes (27) well caught by 
Selman running back from long on 
later in the same over. 

Pope twice cleared the ropes as 
Surrey scored 57 from the final five 
overs and Glamorgan looked to be up 
against it when they lost both openers 
in the first three overs of their reply. 
Donald flicked Jade Dernbach to short 
fine-leg then Khawaja was well taken 
at mid-on by Gareth Batty off Tom 
Curran. 

But Meschede revived their hopes 
by hitting Batty’s first three balls for 
six before he was caught at short third- 
man off the fourth. 

Acting skipper Chris Cooke (5) was 
caught at long leg off Scott Borthwick 
and at halfway Glamorgan needed 101 
but Wagg deposited three successive 
balls from Borthwick into the stands 
and from then on his team always 
looked favourites. 

Wagg and Selman took them to 
within 12 runs of their target and 
although Selman (16) drove Tom 
Curran’s slower ball to mid-off, Salter 
swung the winning runs into the leg 
side off the final ball of the penultimate 
over to secure Glamorgan their third 
win of the tournament so far. 

Chris Cooke, acting Glamorgan 
captain, said: “I’m incredibly proud of 
everyone, that was a great run chase. 
We lost Joe Bums and Colin Ingram 
and I only found out I would be captain 
on the bus coming here but it was a 
triumph out of adversity and a really 
good win for us. 

“Kiran Carlson has got bundles of 
talent and his partnership with Graham 
Wagg won us the game but Colin 
Meschede hitting three sixes was a 
turning point. He has batted at No.3 
before and it was another dynamic 
innings which was just what we 
needed.” 

Jade Dernbach, Surrey captain, said: 
“At halfway we were pretty happy. 
Maddinson accelerated to what I 
thought was a defendable score but 
hats off to the Glamorgan boys, they 
produced some serious ball-striking 
out there. 

“The ball skidded on a bit more 
under the lights but a couple of their 
guys struck the ball beautifully and 
made it look fairly easy. Every time 
Glamorgan come here they seem to 
enjoy playing at The Oval so fair play 
to them, it was a good chase.”
